Dear George, 

I write rather than awaiting honday to phone because this will be a reminder to 
you of the records you promised to copy for the doctoall candidate who has been here 
taking what she wants from my file and because your yesterday's story is based on more 
of them, including a quote you did not use, the. "toad" quote. 

As I told you when you aaked a me/Sn t ^uraday, a one of these records relating to Ford 
may be pertinent in my suit for the executive seesion transripts, now about to be argued 
before the appeals court when it sets a date. I did not get yesterday's paper until today. 
However dim did and indepeudty/ offered the same belief. *t means more from the lawyer. 

I'm not asking for a second set. I can make copies for dim when I read them before 

sending them to Nancy, the woman who is the doctoral candidate. But 1 would like to read 
~them as soon as possible and then pass them on to - im, so he can use them in his pre- 
parations. Perhaps I can add something from reading them first. 

The reoords shipped to me are in 16 cartons. x erhaps you are aware of this from your 
own purchase. I have no plade to spread them out. There ia no inventory in what I received 
by first-class mail. That X do not yet have the records themselves and won't until after 
a thaw ia not the fault of either the FBI or the post office. I requested postal feather 
than UPI, .hich the FBI wan going to do, because the DPI trucks cannot get into our pine- 
oovered lane and it would have meant at least 8 trips of 250 yards each for the UPI driver. 
Tho post office here, where all the people are and always have been very good, was about 
to prove that neither rain nor snow/ before dUrk of night when I urged tliem not to because 
of the condition of the hill at our plroe and the fact that the county had not finished 
clearing the primary roads. Yesterday it was even worse, as I'm sure you can guess. They 
would have done it today, I believed* so I went out for the first time in two days and 

measured deDtha of snow, underlain with ice. Up to 15 inches. I called them and encouraged 

them to delay it until Hondy - and then to check with me first. They appreciated it because 
they are moving the mail-handling part from several miles in the country to the new main 
post office this weekend. 

So when X get the boxes and can take the time from my court— imposed obligation to work 
for the defendant in my suit I still will not have easy access. 

There is another problem. They send me reoords bound with Aoco clips. These present 
a cutting hasard to me and * have to be very careful of any out or bruise. I have, to sit 
for a quarter hour after my Thursday blood test to be sure I wo- 't bleed. Ml can t handlp 
them etasily because of her arthritis. So even if you can provide ms with the citations, 
as I asked, it will not be eaay for me. I hope you can provide corf os I’ll send to "ancy 
for her thesis, which it suits admirably. I'll make the copies for «fia and court ucc,tdO« 

I was disappointed that you did not use the "toad" quote. That ia a side of *oover 
I'm not really surprised to see but must tell you is a unique formulation from the hundred 
of his notes I’ve read and ha vs. I don't hink you have any idea of the amount of time and 
money - and risk - more than one government component has gone to to protect Ford on the 
Voamisaion. As in my suits on the executive session transcripts. 

However, it was a first-rate job, a good story. I hope there is more tomorrow. I must 
confess a certain bias in telling you that the Post's treatment has bean the only really 
responsible approach to what otherwise is a a dia event and can be disinformation. Was. 
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In the summer of 1965 fcac ^athiaa want down to the Poet to interest* Friendly after 
reading the manuscript of the first Whitewash. (And I then did not expect to do another.) 
Friendly went through the motions only. Nothing came of it. Then when I got the first 
of the kind of records that a re now halier as new and unprecedented I went in# with a 
xerox and gavo it to bradlep. This led to bick Harwood's story, only not as fast as I'd 
.J jpliing it. 

Tou can read the pertinent excerpts in the addition to Whitewash, hoover accounted 
for the crime without mentioning a known shot, the one that missed, and a known wound, in 
JFK's anterior neck.

It took 12 years but the Post is now back looking at what I tried without success 
to get it toa look at and see in 1966, through *'*ec, whose idea it was, the year before. 

I did not knot/ ^ao had spo .en to anyone until he told me to go see Friendly. 

'hturally I'd pleased at the focus of the stories. And I believe it is the one 
aspect that todajr can be addressed with some certainty of satisfying the national 
dissatisfaction with the investigations.
